G, UNITED KINGDOM. (The Transatlantic Centenary Tests) The Radio Society of Great 
Britain will be hosting an international amateur radio activation on the HF bands to 
celebrate the centenary of the achievement of amateur transatlantic communication 
during the Transatlantic Tests that were held between 1921 and 1923. 
In anticipation of this centenary celebration, the RSGB have renewed five callsigns which 
they held in the 1920s. 
G5WS: used by the RSGB from Wandsworth, South London, 5WS was the callsign 

of the first European amateur radio station to be heard across the 

Atlantic during the third Transatlantic Tests (December 24, 1922). 
GSAT: 5AT was the RSGB HQ callsign, activated in the fourth Transatlantic 

Tests of December 1923 and successfully heard in North America. 
G6Xx: activated in the fourth Transatlantic Tests, 6XX was given a special 

permit to use an input power of 1kW. 
G6ZZ: used on July 5, 1924, 6ZZ was the callsign of the "Scotch Express" on 

its journey from London to Newcastle; it was the first experiment in 

operating an amateur radio station from a moving railway train. 
G3DR: historic callsign, previously held by the RSGB as GM3DR for use in 

the Scottish Highlands. 
Look for GSWS, GSAT, G6XX, G6ZZ and G3DR (England), GD5WS (Isle of Man), GISWS 
(Northern Ireland), GJS5WS (Jersey), GM5WS (Scotland), GU5WS (Guernsey) and 
GW5WS (Wales) to be activated on December ist-31st. QSLs via M@OXO's OQRS and 
LoTW.

The Weekly Solar Data chart plots Solar Flux Index (SFI), Sunspot number and Planetary 
K-Index for the past 7 days. With 8 Planetary K-index readings each day, only the 
maximum and average K-index values are plotted. Note: You may click here or on the 
chart above to see the same data for the past month. 


Major solar flare activity is increasing! There were two M-class flares in the past couple of 
days. 


The solar flux began the week at 107, then slowly and steadily increased to close the 
week at 134. The sunspot count began the week at 56, declined to only 12 on November 
30th, then increased to close the week at 68. Geomagnetic conditions began the week 
moderately disturbed with the K-index at 4 to 5 through December ist but have fallen to 
3 for the last two days of the week. 


Solar flux is predicted to be 130 on December 4th-5th, 125 on December 6th-7th, then 
120, 125, 125 and 130 on December 8th-11th.
